On Wednefdsv hfi a committee was ap* 
pointed by the Honorable General Aff^mhly 
toinveftigate the concernsoI Gloucefter Bank. 
They deemed it proper to cite the President, 
Dire&ors and Caftiier, to appear before them 
on triday the next enfuing. 
Citation w<s 
accordingly iffued, and W i l l i a m C o l w e l l , 
the Caihier, and two of the old i)ire£tors and 
all the new ones, who were appointed on the 
Monday 
preceding, 
accordingly appeared 
with books and papers. 
A full exanuu tm 1 
of the bufioefs, is a work of much time a» d 
labour. 
So far, however, ae it has been in- 
veftigated, it appears that the Bank had iffu- 
ed bills to an immenfe amount beyond their 
capital ; that they had taken from A K d r k w 
D e x t e r , jun. ot Bofion, his,notes, without 
an endorfer, payable at the expiration of 
eight years from November lafl, at two per 
cent, interelt 
for upwards of eight hundred 
thoufand dollars. 
T h at the Caihier. after 
having appeared before the Affembly, waa 
induced through the influence of the faid 
Dexter to depart for Bodon, and was after­ 
wards purfued and arreiled, under an order 06 
the Affembly iffued for that purpofe, and 
brought before them. T h a t the faid Dexter 
fcnt a fpecial ineffenger to the faid Colwell, 
diredling him to repair to Boilon, and to 
bring with him certain papers of the Bank, 
and particularly mentioning his laft note* 
which was for upwards of five hundred thou­ 
fand dollars. 
T he Preiident of the Bank 
was then at Bofton, and the t-late on which 
the bills were impreflVd. 
T h e f 4id Dexter 
dire£led the faid Colwell 
to difreg^rd ary 
fnmmons of the Legislature, affuring bim he 
fh uld be indemnified for fo doing. 
T hat 
the meffenger was arrefted, and after exami­ 
nation difcharged. The Affembly* therefore, 
empowered a committee appointed for that 
purpofe to inveiligate all the concerns of the 
Bank, and adjourned for a fortnight, then to 
convene in Providence, to receive and to aft 
on their report. The committee in thr mean 
time were empowered to feud for bo< ks and 
papers, and to compel the attendance cf wit. 
neiT',5. 
The C:<(hier is committed to clofe 
confinement, for the purpofe of being examin­ 
ed by the committee, and no other perfon it 
allowed to hold any c o n v e n t i o n with him. 
The Prefident of the Bank has departed from 
the State, and his t flate is now under attach­ 
ment. 
Thcfe are fome of the leading points 
difclofed in the examination. 
T he public 
may rely upon it that whatever can, w.ll be 
done toward» relieving the unhappy fufler- 
er*, and to bring to condign punifbment the 
authors and abettors of '.his bafe and infa­ 
mous traijii£\ion. 
There was among! 
he 
g - n t ’eroen of the Affembly the ruoA pe»i-& 
union ; all manitefted a determination to take 
the mod vigorous and decided meafuria to 
probe tiiis iniquity to the bottom*
